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FIRST DAY, MORNING SESSION 


Suwannee Valley, Fla., Nov. 10, 1926 

The Georgia and Florida Annual Conference of the I. A. M. E. 
Church convened at the above named place in St. Paul I. A. M. E. 
Church. The Rt. Rev. L. Brooks D. D., in the chair. 

Rev. C. Brooks led in singing By and By When the Morning 
Comes etc. Rev. T. J. Horne, P. E., lined Hymn No. 543, Breth¬ 
ren We Have Met to Worship, etc. Rev. J. I. Lyons led in prayer. 
The Bishop lined hymn No. 26, Once More We Come Before our 
God. Rev. N. L. Adams read St. Matthew 5th Chapter and the 12th 
verse, and after singing the above lined hymn, the Bishop introduced 
Rev. Adams the preacher of the hour. 

The Reverend arose and took for his text, Nehemiah 6th chapter 
and the 3rd verse. Text. I am doing a great work and I can't come 
down. The word preached had its designed effect in our hearts. 

The Bishop led in singing, What Can Wash away my Sins, Noth¬ 
ing but the Blood of Jesus, and proceeded to the consecration of the 
Lord's supper and after the feast, the Bishop lined Hymn, And Are 
We Yet Alive, which was sung by the conference. While greeting- 
each other in handshaking and after some preliminary remarks by the 
Rt. Rev. L. Brooks D. D., the presiding Bishop opened the Conference 
for business and proceeded to the organization of the Conference. On 
motion, the following officers was elected: Rev. Dr. T. J Horn, Secty., 
Rev. C. Torrence Marshal, Rev. A. B. Colquitt, P. 0. Messenger, Rev 
J. I. Lyons Reporter to the Secular Press. The hour of meeting was 
fixed to convene 10 A. M., adjourn at 1 o'clock P. M., reassemble at 
2:30 P. M. afdjoum at will. 

The roll was called. See Roll. And on calling the name of Rev 
A. Torrance who had died since the last Conference, the Bishop 
called the Conference to prayer and they sang, Shall We Meet be¬ 
yond the River, and it having been the request of the dead, the 
Bishop paid his annual dues. After which the Rt. Rev. J. N. O. 
McDougald, D. D., the Bishop of the second Episcopal Diocese, was 
introduced, and the following ladies of our church: Sisters Lula 
Marshall and Gertrude Roberts. The Bishop McDougald spoke of 
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the Great Work in the North. The Presiding Bishop led in sing¬ 
ing, It is Well with My Soul, and responded with very befitting 
words and introduced Sister E. Brooks, the State President of the 
Woman’s Mite Missionary Union ahd sister H. Boyd, Conference 
President. Doxology and Benediction by Bishop McDougald. 

FIRST DAY, AFTERNOON SESSION 

3 o’clock P. M. the Conference reassembled, the Rt. Rev. L. 
Brooks presiding. Rev. A. B. Colquitt led in the Apostle’s Creed 
and Lord’s prayer. The Bishop led in singing, Jesus Keeps Me 
Near the Cross, etc., and opened Conference for business. 

The pastors and P. E.’s read their reports. See reports, and after 
some preliminary remarks by the Bishop, he then introduced ths 
following visitors: Sister Pearl Perry and Mr. Tony Perry. Then 
after some remarks by Bro. J. S. Haynes, Rev. C. Brooks and N. L. 
Adams, the Conference adjourned to meet at 7:30 to hear the 
Missionary sermon by Rev. C. W. Brooks. 

FIRST DAY, EVENING SESSION 

7:30 P. M. Conference assembled with the congregation and after 
a lively prayer meeting conducted by Bro. J. S. Haynes, Rev. C. Tar- 
rance lined Hymn No. 604. Rev. C. W. Brooks read St. John 14th 
chapter and the 7th verse. The Conference sang Am I a Soldier 
of the Cross etc. 

After singing the above lined Hymn, the Bishop then introduc¬ 
ed Rev. C. W. Brooks, the speaker of the hour. The Rev. Brooks 
arose and chose for his text. Revelation 19th chapter and the 1st 
verse. The Spirit of God Caught the Young Man up and Filled him 
with Power While He talked to us by the Way. 

Sister Hattie Boyd led in singing Halleluiah Amen. Rev. Tar- 
rence led in singing, My Soul Be on Thy Guard, etc. Prayer by 
sister H. Boyd. 

• The Bishop announced the door of the church open for joiners 
and led in singing Nearer My God to Thee etc. The committees on 
contingencies lifted a collection of $3.30, after which the welcome 
addresses were proceeded with. In behalf of the A. M. E. Church 
by Prof. Boles. Bro. Geo. Henry in behalf of the M. E. Church. 
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On behalf of the I. A. M. E. Church Rev. A. B. Colquitt. Words 
of response by Bro. J. S. Haynes, followed by Rev. C. W. Brooks. 
After some preliminary remarks by the Bishop, Doxology and Bene¬ 
diction by Rev. C. W. Brooks. 


SECOND DAY, MORNING SESSION 

10 A. M. Conference reassembled. The Rt. Rev. L. Brooks D. 

D. , in the chair. Rev. C. Tarrance led in singing Hymn No. 692 
Did Christ Over Sinners Weep etc. Rev. J. S. Haynes led in Prayer. 
Rev. C. Tarrence lined Hymn No. 293. Rev. Mable read Psalm 149, 
Scripture lesson and after singing the above lined hymn the Bishop 
led in singing I Will Guide Thee with My Eye etc. 

After some timely remarks by the Bishop he announced the 
Conference open for business, and after reading and approving 
the minutes of the previous day’s session. The Conference Roll 
was called. See Roll. Rev. J. H. Parker was called in question for 
being absent on 1st day’s meeting and reprimanded by the Bishop, 
after which the Bishop introduced Rev. E. N. Mabel, a transferee 
from the Fla. Conference to the Ga. and Fla. Conference and on mo¬ 
tion Rev. E. N. Mable’s name was placed on the roll. The Bishop 
then introduced Rev. J. L. Stackhouse, P. E., of the High Springs 
District. The pastoral report was called for. See report. Rev. 
J. Smith was reprimanded by the Bishop for not being present at 
first day’s session, after which the committee on Memorials read 
and deferred for adoption until Sunday. 

The Conference listened to some preliminary remarks from P. 

E. , J. L. Stackhouse of the High Springs District. The P. E. spoke 
words of encouragement to us. Response by Dr. T. J. Horn, P. E. 
The Bishop led in singing Where Jesus is it is Heaven There. Dox- 
ology and Benediction by Rev. J. L. Stackhouse. 

SECOND DAY, AFTERNOON SESSION 
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2:30 P. M. The Conference reassembled. The Rt. Rev. L. 
Brooks, D. D. presiding. Rev. C. W. Brooks led in singing At the 
Cross etc. Rev. J. Smith led in prayer. Sister H. Boyd led in singing 
Lift the Savior Up, after which the Bishop declared the Conference 
opened for business.

The different reports by the pastors were then read. The re¬ 
port of the Madison District was read by Rev. J. H. Parker. The 
Bishop then introduced Rev. L. Dickson, P. E., of the Suwannee 
District of the A. M. E. Church and D. Ackey, who delivered words 
filled with inspiration to us. Response by Dr. T. J. Horn. Dox- 
ology and Benediction by Rev. L. Dickson, P. E. 


SECOND DAY, EVENING SESSION 

7:30 P. M. The Conference reassembled with the congregation. 
After the prayer meeting conducted by Rev. C. Tarrence, Dr. Acky 
lined hymn No. 274. Rev. J. I. Lyons read St. James 1st chapter for 
Scripture lesson. After singing the above lined hymn, the Bishop 
sang It is Well with My Soul, and introduced the speaker of the 
hour in the person of Rev. J. I. Lyons. 

The Rev. Lyons arose and chose for his text Matthew 11th 
chapter and the 29th verse. Text. Take my Yoke upon You ani 
Learn of Me, and Ye Shall Find Rest for Your Soul. Subject. 
Learn To Be A Christian. Our hearts burned within us while the 
Man of God talked to us by the way. 

Rev. J. L. Stackhouse, P. E., led in singing I Want to Be Ready. 
Rev. Dr. Acky lined hymn No. 223 and concluded with able words 
of instruction and the spirit of the Lord was felt. After which 
Rev. Dr. L. Dickson announced the door of the church opened for 
the reception of members. The committee on Contingencies with 
the association of Rev. Dickson lifted a collection of $8.20 and after 
some very encouraging remarks by the Rev. L. Dickson, the Bishop 
led in singing I Am Pressing On, etc. After some preliminary 
remarks Doxology and Benediction by Rev. J. I. Lyons.

After some timely remarks, Doxology and 
Benediction by Bishop J. N. 0. McDougald. 


THIRD DAY, AFTERNOON SESSION 


3 P. M. The Conference reassembled, Rt. Rev. J. N. O. Mc- 
Doungnal in the chair, who lined hymn No. 208 which was sung by 
the Conference. Prayer by Bro. J. S. Haynes. Bishop Brooks led 
in singing, Brethren, Don't get Weary, etc., and declared the Con¬ 
ference open for business, and asked the Rt. Rev. McDoungnal to 
continue with his business. 

The various reports were read, Committees on admission read, 
the 1st and 2nd year study was read, and on motion Rev. C. W. 
Brooks, C. Tarrance and E. N. Mable were passed to the 3rd year 
studies. After some timely remarks by Rt. Rev. J. N. 0. McDoung- 
al, Sister Ellen Brooks, State President, and Sister L. Lee, president 
of the Florida Conference, spoke some encouraging remarks. Dox¬ 
ology and Benediction by Bishop L. Brooks. 


THIRD DAY, EVENING SESSION 

7:30 P. M. the Conference met with the congregation, Rev. C. 
Tarrance conducting the prayer meeting. After which sister Ger¬ 
trude Roberts led in singing, I Will Not be Removed etc. Rev. 
J. L. Stackhouse lined hymn No. 127. Rev. J. H. Parker read the 
1st Epistle of Peter, the 4th chapter for our Scripture lesson. After 
singing the above lined hymn the Bishop then introduced Rev. J. H. 
Parker, P. E. of the Madison District, the speaker of the hour. 

Rev. J. H. Parker arose, singing “Love Lifted Me" etc., and 
chose for his text Daniel 3rd chapter and the 17th verse. Text. 
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The God I Serve is able to Deliver Me. Rev J- H. Parker preach¬ 
ed and able sermon.

REPORT OF THE VALDOSTA DISTRICT
